Auto Inspection Stations 
Prepare For Late Rush 


For those of you who have been awaiting the great 
debate in Boston on whether or not the State's hike of 
auto inspection stickers will remain at $4 or be cut 
back to last spring's fee of $2, don't wait any longer. 

The court ruling grants the State the power of raising 
the inspection fees, and while the battfe of words en¬ 
sued in Boston over the 100 percent jump to $4, auto 
repair stations throughout the community have watch¬ 
ed their normal traffic slow to almost a standstill. 

Checks with the owners of Agawam Auto Repair, 
Frank Pignatare's Auto Service Center, Campbell's 
Garage, Jack and Harry's and Ace Auto Body all 

reveal the same trend: motorists staying home until the 
Boston politicians have their usual debacle over the 
particular issue fueling the Beacon Hill fires. 


Most owners are hoping tor an extension of at least 
two weeks to the inspection season, which began 
September 1 and is scheduled to expire at midnight on 
October 15. 

Regardless of the outcome, all stations polled agree 
that lines will be forming and longer operating hours 
are in the cards. 

Many people are under the impression that the in¬ 
crease benefits the inspection stations...not so say 
most of the station owners we interviewed. The Com¬ 
monwealth now taxes the stations $1.25 per sticker 
sold and because of the legal fight over the increase, 
the lost time will certainly tie many a mechanics' 
hands. 

So, if you wish to beat the last minute lines, take our 
advice, don't wait until the eleventh hour as many of us 
normally do.

Chair Fits Well For Caba 


For 16 years, Town Clerk Edward A. Caba has 
witnessed many changes at Town Hall. In 1971 when 
town fathers converted the selectmen/town meeting 
charter to a manager/15-member council, little did he 
realize that 10 years later he would sit in the town's 
top administrative post. 

Last Friday evening, after a 90-minute executive 
session, Caba was appointed permanent town 
manager by a 13-1 vote or Town Council. 

Could Not Support 

Caba received support from several councilors vyho 
last summer reportedly could not support him for 
manager after a draft-Caba movement was attempted 
on the council floor. 

The veteran town clerk (then acting manager) had 
refused to put his resume into contention during the 
search which eventually put outgoing Manager 
Richard Bowen onto the second floor of Town Hall. 

At the time of the draft-Caba movement, the 
manager search committee had become frustrated 
with the applicants and could not reach agreement on 
a candidate to replace former Manager Pete** Caputo, 
who resigned in January, 1980. 

The council reappointed Caba as acting manager for' 
another three months, adding on to a six-month inter¬ 
val of his already being manager. 

Caba, 54, says the permanent job suits him far bet¬ 
ter than "just holding down the fort," as an acting 
manager. He says the interim position does not allow 
for any long-range planning or goal-setting since a 
new person brings new ideas ana concepts into the

"I hope that one of the things that I can do is bring 
knowledge of the community into the job," Caba said 
in a recent interview. "The council decided that this 
time they wanted someone in there who has both ex¬ 
perience in municipal government and experience 
with Agawam." 

Nagging Decisions 

Caba has many important and nagging decisions 
confronting him over the next few months, including 
the menacing budget restraints of Proposition 2 1/2, 
which took effect here and in other cities and towns 
on July 1. 

"I believe the town weathered the first storm of 
Proposition 2 1/2 fairly well, especially with the in¬ 
creased state aid coming in. But this year things will 
probably be somewhat more difficult, and we will do 
everything we can to maintain services for our 
residents and give them good effective town govern¬ 
ment. 

Caba grins when asked about the upcoming 
municipal elections which will give voters the oppor¬ 
tunity to change the charter to an elected mayor and 
nine-member council-at-large. 

He acknowledges that he understood the risks in¬ 
volved when he accepted the manager position last 
Friday, adding, "I will do my best to make this form 
of government work. I would not have taken the job if 
I didn't think I could do it." 

The manager's position will pay Caba $35,000 a 
year and also includes use of a town vehicle. Caba has 
served as interim manager a total of over 18 months 
since the charter change ten years ago. 

Caba promised to be accessible to residents as much 
as possible. "I want people in Agawam to know that 
Ed Caba understands their problems. I may not be 
able to give them the answers they want to hear all 
the time, but, believe me, they will be fair and in the 
best interests of the entire community," he said.

Longo said the top administrator of any community 
should serve at the "pleasure of the taxpayers and 
voters." 

He said, "After ten years, we finally have a local 
man in the manager's seat. But what happens if the 
council next month or next year decides to replace 
Mr. Caba? Do we then go outside the community and 
look for another outsider to come in? I belive 
residents of this community deserve the right to vote 
on who runs their government." 

Experiment That Failed 

According to Longo, the present manager govern¬ 
ment is an experiment that no longer meets the needs 
of residents here. "The time for a change has come," 
he said. 

If the mavor/nine member council passes on 
November 3, the manager government would be 
abolished when new municipal elections are held in 
June. 

If the mayor is defeated as it was two years ago, the 
question cannot appear on the ballot for five years.

Enrollment 
Decline 
Holds True

School Department Business Manager James Coon 
updated the School Committee last Tuesday evening 
on enrollment within the Agawam system as of 
September 14th. The total 4700 students reflects 38 
fewer than projected four years ago by the Enroll¬ 
ment Studies Committee. 

The figure is considerably lower than predicted at 
budget time last spring. Coon reported the 237 
kindergarten students to be the lowest total ever. 

He attributed much of the decline to less home 
building taking place in town along with an "outward 
migration" of families. He also noted secondary 
enrollment at parochial schools to be up this year. 

He estimated another decline of 130-150 students

Overall totals of each school are as follows: 
Granger, 530; Robinson, 481; Phelps, 411; Clark, 351; 
Peirce,- 165. 

Also, 817 at the Middle School; 789 at the Junior 
High; and 1156 at the High School.

Three to five candidates for the position of assistant 
superintendent of schools will be interviewed by the 
School Committee at a special meeting called for 
September 29th. 

Superintendent of Schools James V. Bruno, Jr., 
reported at last Tuesday's meeting that he had weed¬ 
ed out sixteen of the original 31 applicants.

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Local Residents 
Volunteer At 
Storrowton Village 

By Dorine Kubik 

While at the Big E, step into the past at Storrowton 
Village. 

Guided tours of this re-created 19th century village 
are conducted by tnembers of the Storrowton Village 
Museum Volunteer Services, a group which includes 
many men and women from Agawam and Feeding 
Hills. You may not recognize your neighbors right 
away, though, as they will all be dressed in costumes 
typical of the time period. 

Storrowton is named for the late Mrs. Storrow of 
Boston, who donated all of the village’s old buildings 
to the Eastern States Exposition. Born Helen Osborne 
in Auburn, New York, she attended Miss Howard's 
School on School Street in Springfield as a boarding 
student. 

The Gilbert Homestead is the first building brought 
to the village back in 1927. Built in West Brookfield in 
1794, the Gilbert Homestead is an admirable example 
of the solid construction of that period. The structure 
was originally built by Levi Gilbert and his brother 
Peletiah, who were descendents of Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

The Potter mansion, another of Storrowton 1 s major 
attractions, was built by Captain John Potter of 
Brookfield, Massachusetts. Potter was a clockmaker 
by trade who was born in 1746 and died in 1818. 

The Eddy Law Office, built in 1810 and sold to Mrs. 
Storrow in 1930, features a curved, or "rainbow" roof 
in an unusual design. 

The Little Red Schoolhouse was once known as the 
Town of Whately's North Center School. Built in 1799 
by Solomon Adkins, it was sold to the village in 1914. 

Aunt Helen's Herb Garden has 86 varieties of herbs 
which are maintained by volunteers, some of whom 
are from Agawam. These women include Alice 
Moore, Muriel White, and Jo Ayers, who also give 
tours during the Big E. 

Other Agawam volunteers who donate time giving 
tours during the tourist-heavy Big E season are Myrtle 
Davilli, Shirley Emerson, Dorothy Hess, Dorine

The Florist's Touch 

By Phyllis Hout

The quality of air 
around plants greatly in¬ 
fluences their rate of 
growth. This has been 
proven in controlled- 
environment ex¬ 

periments by plant scien¬ 
tists. When plants have 
been grown in 
greenhouses where air 
and other conditions are 
ideal, their growth has 
exceeded all expecta¬ 
tions. 

In contrast, scientists 
are finding that air 
pollutants, such as ozone, 
sulphur dioxide, and 
fluorides, have detrimen¬ 
tal effects not only on 
outdoor trees, shrubs, 


and garden plants, but 
also on plants growing in 
greenhouses that have no 
environmental controls. 

- A good air supply is 
basic to plant growth. It 
is an important ingre¬ 
dient of that still- 
mystifying phenomenon 
photosynthesis, whereby 
the leaves take in caron 
dioxide from the air, con¬ 
vert it to carbohydrates, 
and release oxygen. 

Fresh air is good for all 
plants, and frequent air¬ 
ing of a room where 
plants are growing is 
always sensible. But be 
cautious about opening 
windows directly in front 


of plants. No plant 
whould be in a draft. 
Some plants such as 
poinsettias will drop 
leaves if exposed to 
drafts. 


If plants are in a 
bedroom near a window 
that is opened at night, 
move them away from 
the window so they will 
be out of the draft. This is 
especially important in 
winter. Also, if plants are 
rowing on windowsills, 
e sure that the windows 
are sealed properly. 
Drafts of cold air seeping 
in can retard growth.

Support For Manager Form Of Gov't 

To The Editor: 

When a committee which I8headed twenty years 
ago came to the conclusion after much study and 
debate that the manager form of government was the 
best, we recommended it. Other committees followed 
in our train, and, in due course, some ten years ago. 
we became a manager community. Now there is some 
debate as to whether we should continue. 

There is nothing wrong with this form of municipal 
government. It is the best there is and has proven so 
since it began in Staunton, Virginia, in 1908. Two 
thousand and more cities and counties are under 
manager operation. There isn't any question about 
the manager form of government working successful¬ 
ly in hundreds of these cities. That is an attested fact. 

Perhaps we should have some revisions of charter; 
perhaps the committees on selection of a manager 
should have had some leading, outstanding civic 
leaders as part of their make-up to give some kind of 
balance; perhaps the citizens of the community 
should, in addition to electing a council, set up an ad¬ 
visory committee of their own to review and advise 
the council on many issues, including budgets and 
taxes. 

There may be many other ideas that could be sug¬ 
gested by our people which would smooth the road 
tor our council and our manager. This is their govern¬ 
ment and they should have a hand in it. 

It would be a serious mistake to desert our present 
form of government. Rather, let’s improve it; let's 
make it better; let’s make it more workable and then 
we, like some of the best manager cities in the nation, 
will be able to say we can render more service to our 
people than ever before. We can make of our town 
the very best town in all of America.

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the most economical hatcheries in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts was threatened this 
summer by the loss of ten acres of land that housed 
the aquifier for supplying the water to the operation. 
Developers were in the process of purchasing the 
land and building houses with septic tanks. The 
resulting pollution would have eliminated the clear, 
cool pure water now enjoyed. 

The Division of Fisheries and Wildlife was in a low- 
fund state and could not purchase the land. The Con¬ 
necticut River Watershed Council came to the rescue 
and bought the land for $25,000 and is holding the 
property for the sportsmen of Massachusetts till they 
can come up with the purchasing price. 

The hatchery in Montague produces trout at only 
80" per pound as compared to $1.89 per pound in 
other hatcheries in the state. The loss of the 800 
gallons per minute natural flow would either have 
had the effect of closing the hatchery or required the 
purchase of pumps and drilling of new wells. 

During the summer, the Governor toured the hat¬ 
chery and was so impressed with the installation that 
he gave a personal check to kick off the raising of the 
monies to purchase the land.
